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Chinese in 
New Advance 
Near Canton

Chungking, July 10 — (#•)—- Tayu 
n the heart of wolfram mining re- 
gion in Kiangsi province. 175 miles 
northeast of Canton and 45 miles 
southwest of the former U. S. air 
>ase site at Kanhsien, has been cap 
,ured by Chinese forces, the Chi- 
ese high command announced to- 
day. 


Chinese spearheads, pursuing re- 
peating Japanese troops', were re- 
ported to have pushed on beyond 
Tayu to a point approximately 32 
miles from Kanhsien, which 
the 


U. S, 14th Air Force was 
com' 
pelled to abandon last Jan. 30. 
Recapture of'Tayu isolated Kanh- 
sien by severing Japanese com- 
munications with Kukong, import- 
ant road and rail center 125 miles 
north of Canton on the Canton-Han- 
kow .railroad. Kanhsien, 120 miles 
nor,thgast of -Kukong,. was connect 
ed to that town by highway.. 


The Japanese, • evidently bent on 
safeguarding their hold on Kanhsien 
by smashing potential Chinese at- 
tacks, were reported counteratack 
ing Chinese forces 12 miles

This may need fixing. Chances are 
the charter will pass as is.

months in San Francisco — starts 
on its last lap in this country.

Pueblo, Colo., July 
10 —(/P)— 
Army authorities were informed 
yesterday that lightning struck 
a 


B-29 
Superforlress which blew up 


and killed 13 crewmen shortly after 
it took off from its home field here. 
Pueblo Army Air Base officials 


said Ihey were lold by a rancher 


trying to eliminate another possible 
threat. Meanwhile, in an area some 
300 miles to the southwest, Chinese

mental laboratory for the manu- 
facture of soap from human bodies 
was inspected by 
correspondents 


today. 
This chamber of horrors is one 


of the few buildings still intact in 
this ancient Hanseatic city. 
Still 


standing in the laboratory are the 
pressure boilers, the soap residue, 
tanks of chopped human fat 
and 


flesh. 
Outside 
the 
laboratory 
the 


ground is littered with 
whitened 
human skulls 
and 
bones — the 
waste products of the ultimate Nazi 
atrocity. 
There is no doubt about what 


went on in this one-story, red- 
shingled gabled house. It is located 
in the yard behind the buildings of 
the anatomical and pharmacotogi- 
cal institute of the Danzig medical 
schol, at No. 7-A Delbruck street 
— which the Poles have renamed 
Curie-Skladowska street, in honor 


One assistant who worked at the 


and his son that they were watch- 
ing the plane Sunday when it was 
struck 20 miles southeast of Pu- 
eblo and that it exploded immed- 
iately.

was a bin filled with dried hunks 
of skin and fat, removed from the 
human bodies, and ready for the 
boilers. In one cylinder container 
there wers vestiges of yellow soap 
and a block of hardened 
flaky 


soap was on the table. 


On a wall were two blackboards 


on which the schedule of work in 
progress was marked IP chalk. 
In the basement of the anatomi- 


cal school we saw tanks filled with 
corpses of Poles and Russians who 
had been hanged, shot or guillo- 
tined and whose bodies were used 
for laboratory 
purposes. 
There 
were whole bins filled with 
the 
heads of guillotined victims. 
' We questioned Sigmund Mazur, 
identified as a laboratory assistant, 


at the State Security headquarters 
here. He appeared half-crazy. He 
identified lhe director of lhe lab- 
oralory as one "Professor Span- 
ner". 


Mazur, 25, slight, thin-faced and 


blond, was suffering from a ner- 
vous tick but his answers 
were 


fairly coherent. He said he began 
as an ordinary laboratory assistant 
at 120 marks a month and finally 
was raisod to 169 marks a month. 
He sid Professor Spanner 
ar- 


rived at the laboratory Feb. 15, 
1944, and announced he had a for- 
mula for making soap 
and 
that 


production would be slarted. Hu 
man fat, Mazur said, had been ac- 
cumulating since 1940 al lhe in- 
stitute. 
Mazur said with a grin thai he 


didn't sell any of the soap in the 
black market because 
he 
would 
have been shot if he evaded the 
rationing regulations. 


Asked if the soap was god qual- 


ity, Mazur said it was. He said thai 
the soap was produced only during 
lhe winter months for the use of 
some 400 studenls. 
He said lhat his mother knew 


whal he was doing and did not ap- 
prove of it but that 
"Spanner 


knew what to do. He insisted thai 
rny mother and sisleruse lhe soa,. 
They liked it." 
Mazur confirmed that the follow- 
ing formula was used. 
It was 


found, typed out on medical school 
slalionery: 
"Production of soap from fatly 
wastes: 10 to 12 pounds fat, 10 
liters water, 1,000 grams caustic 
soda or 1,000 grams calcius oxide 
for bar soap, handful soda. Boil 
three hours in boilers 
then 
add 


handful kitchen salt. 
Boil 
again 
and let cool. Scum to be removed. 
Cut soap into pieces 
and 
boil 
again in one to two liters water for 
one and one half or two hours. 
Pour into flat tray and let cool. 
Then cut into pieces for use. Soda 
left over can be used again for 
cleaning purposes. 
"To eliminate unpleasant odors 
add before cooling 
benzaldhyde 


compound (almond odor)".

uncomplainingly that the young- 
sters never realize that he is giving 
up all of his hopes and dreams 
and desires for them. They think 
it is only a peculiarity of Pop's 
that makes him wear his old clo- 
Ihcs instead of .buying new ones, 
and that keeps him nailed to his 
desk through hot summers instead 
of going fishing.

V. Bertucci, 23, of New Orleans, 
La., named by Col. Arthur J. Erics- 
son as the slayer of eight Ger- 
mans at the Salina, Utah, war pri- 
soner camp.

Early in the 1800's, the last king 
of Okinawa was taken to Japan 
and installed there in regal splen- 
dor.

There are still some vestiges .of 
the ancient kingdom, such as Shurl 
castle,,_.which the Japanese, made 
the key fortress of their defense 
of the island. But all the castles 
and more valuable property were 
long ago taken over by Japanese 
government officials. 


During the first few weeks of the 
invasion, the Okinawans behind the 
American .lines were almost self 
sustaining. But now, 
with more

they have been drawing largely on 
rations, provided for them.
